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rejection, the Examiner appears to assert that because U.S. Patent No. 5,583,682 (the '682 
patent) discloses cooling a liquid crystal panel to -9 degrees C and heating to room temperature 
to produce bistable alignment, one skilled in the art would not have sufficient information with 
which to produce monostable alignment by cooling. This assertion is unfounded for the 
following reasons. 

The '682 patent does in fact disclose that cooling a liquid crystal panel can produce 
monostable alignment. In Table 1 of the '682 patent, for a storage temperature of -30°C, 
monostabilization occurred. So contrary to the Examiner's assertion, '682 patent does teach that 
cooling the liquid crystal panel can produce monostabilization of the liquid crystal. Therefore, 
because the '692 patent does not support the Examiner's argument that the '692 only teaches 
bistable alignment of the liquid crystal, the rejection of claims 1-10, 12-18 and 20-25 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraphs using the '692 patent is improper. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claims 1-10, 12-18 and 
20-25.
